Heads of Eastern Roads Due 
Wage Increase 
Brotherhoods Propose New 
Peace Plan 


[BY a. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—Four 
surprise factors entered into the 
rail etrike situation today, any 
one of which, according to repre- 
sentatives of roads and brother- 


hoods, may vitally influence the 
action. of the Association of Rail- 
way Executives when it meets to- 
morrow to consider peace pro- 
posals for mediation with the Big 
Five brotherhoods. 

They were: 

(1.) The announcement’ that 
presidents of three powerful east- 
ern roads, Samuel! Rea of the Penn- 
syivania; EB. E. Loomis of the Le- 
high Valley. and William Bester, 
of the Jersey Central, were ex- 
pected to arrive from Europe on 
the Majestic in time to participate 
in the conference of the Associa- 
tion of Railway Executives. 

(2.) The grant by three large 
steel corporations of a 20 per cent 
increase in wage to their several 
hundred thousand day laborers 

(3.) Assertion by L. F. Loree, 
president of the Delaware and 
Hudson, and chairman of the 
Eastern Presidents Conference 
that predictions of a strike settle-

(4.) Anmftlouncement that several 
brotherhood chiefs are en route 
from the West with practical pro- 
posals for settlement of the sans 
crafts’ strike, which they will sub- 
mit to rail executives if all other 
advances fail.

Vancouver Island Indians 
Venerate Strange Human 
Creature of Mystery 


(EXcLUSIVE DISPATGH.) 
VICTORIA (B. C.) Aug. 22.-—A 
strange. wolf man has been dis- 
covered living with the Hesquait 
Indians on the west coast of Van- 
couver Island, B. C., Can. 
isolated is their country that no ef- 
fort has been made to give scien- 
tifie attention to the creature, un- 
‘til quite recently. 

The wolf man is called Kilm- 
Ith-Ka, which means “Wolf Man” 
in the Indian tongue. He is a 
wolf in all except form and is said 
to be about 70 years old. 

He resembles an old man walk- 
ing on his hands and feet; he has 
never walked after the human 
fashion. 

He cannot make any human 
sound, but growls like a wolf. He 
eats like one and where human 
beings have eye teeth he has 
canine fangs. When the wolf man 
sits erect he is four feet five and 
a half inches tall. He subsists on 
raw or cooked meat and lives in 
a kennel in the rear of the house 
of a keeper appointed by the tribe. 

The keeper feeds him and keeps 
clothes on him as much as possible 
and except for occasional disrob- 
ings, Kilm-Ith-Ka is fairly tract- 
able and acce semidomestica- 
tion, which is about his only hu- 
man trait. 

The ethnologist who investigated 
the man learned from the Indians 
that in the days when the wolf 
man was born wolves were very 
plentiful on the coast and at times 
attacked people. Whether this is 
the cause of the man’s animal-like 
state the fact remains that Kilm- 
Ith-Ka is a wolf in everything ex- 
cept form. 

He is regarded with great awe 
by his tribesmen, a common thing 
among primitive people who often. 
venerate any human being different 
from the ordinary.

SURVEY SHOWS GAS 
GRADE NOW BETTER 


LABORATORY TESTS INDICATE 
INCREASE IN VOLATIBLITY, 
LESS CARBON 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—Re- 
sults of the semiannual motor gas- 
oline survey, concluded by the 
‘United States Bureau of Mines, in- 
dicate that the average gasoline 
sold in the country is of a better 
grade than has heretofore been 
the case. Laboratory teste of mo- 
tor gasolines sold in New York, 
Washington, Pittsburg, Chicago, 
New Orleans, 8t. Louis, Denver, 
Salt Lake City, San Francisco and 
Bartlesville, Okla., during the 
month of July show that this year’s 


por} gasoline is much more volatile 


than that sold two years ago and 
that it has a somewhat better dis- 
tillation range than last summer's 
sam ples. 

Increase in volatility of gasoline 
means an increase in its rapidity 
and intensity. of explosion. It 
means that the old bus will be 
easier to start on a snappy m- 
ber morning: It means also that 
leas carbon residue will be found 
clogging the cylinders. 

A comparison of the average 
figures compiled by the Bureau of 
Mines during the past several years 
shows that motor gasoline is also 
becoming more uniform in char- 
acter. The large seasonal change 
is disappearing but “winter 80- 
line” still has a lower initial il- 
ing point than “summer gasoline.” 
This difference in volatility is made 
intentionally to facilitate starting 
the motor in cold weather. The 
end point shown in the present 
survey is slightly lower either than 
that of last winter or of the sum- 
mer of 1921, 

The average of the entire coun- 
try considered as a whole does not 
show much change from a year 
ago, but samples from individual 
cities show some distinct changes. 
Of 132 samples collected by the 
Bureau of Mines in the present 
survey ten failed to meet Federal 
specifications as regards their in- 
itial bofling point of 140 degrees 
F., and sixty-one samples failed 
at the 90 per cent point (374 de- 
grees F.) : 

The semiannual motor gasoline 
survey just completed is the sixth 
made by the Bureau of Mines.. 
Detailed figures giving the results 
of the survey in each of the cities 
above named appear in serial 238% 
which may be obtained from the 
Bureau of Mines. Washington.

Gain Shown in 
Income Taxes 
for Last Year 


United States Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue Goodcell yester- 
day made public figures for total 
coliections on account ,of income 
tax in his office, during the year 
just closed. The amount was $35,- 
821,215.47, which, he estimated, 
means that every Man, woman and 
child in the Los Angeles district 
paid to the government: $25.16 
in income tax. 

‘A total of 185,932 separate re-. 
turns were filed. Of this number 
$82,654 were for net incomes un- 
der $5000; more than $5000 net 
income, 16,987; corporations. 
6277; partnerships, 7843. The 


number of separate returns filed! 


in 1922 was 47,8926 greater than 
the total for 1921. 

Collector Goodcell said: “It must 
be borne in mind that the 1921 
collections were under a personal 
of $2000 for. married 
men and $200 for each dependent. 


The 1922 collection faced a per- 
sonal exemption of $2500, with 
$400 for each dependent. This 


meant a loss of $20 tax on each 
married man and of $36 on each 
married man with two dependents. 
With 125,000 of the 171,012 of 
personal returns from married men 
with one dependent each, the 
reduction would be $28 each, en- 
talling a total decrease in 
assessments of $2,500,000, 
in the face of this immense 
shrinkage, the revenue of the Los

LONG BEACH, Aug. 22.—Fun- 
eral services for Gen. Alpheus P. 
Hanson, prominent Republican 
leader of Long Beach, will be held 
at Mottell’s undertaking parlers in 
this city Thursday at 3 p.m., it was 
announced morning. Burial 
will be in Sunnyside Cemetery. 

Gen. Hansen died Monday after- 
noon at the home of his sister. 
Mrs. James Adams, in Hollywood 
following an attack there last 
Saturday. Partially paralyzed as a 
‘result of the attack, the genera! 
‘Was. under the care of physicians 
jat the Hollywood home until 
evening when he passed away. 

Born in Keokuk county, Iowa, 
Sept. 7,. 1856, Gen. Hanson came 
to Califernia in the early seventies. 
He entered the service of Samuel 
W. Brunt as surveyor's apprentice 
and for thirty-four years was in the 
Federal service. He was United 
States deputy surveyor for the 
States of California, Wyoming, 
Néw Mexico and Arizona Later 
he acted as receiver in the Land 
Office at Sun Dance, ig! yy and then 
served four years in the Wyoming

this work he surveyed
